The rule of the Law Society provides that anyone 
who presents a certificate, showing that he has passed the 
Matriculation ‘examination of the University" or who shall 
furnish to the satisfaction of the Legal Education Committee 
evidence that he is enrolled on the register, and is entitled 
to proceed in regular course in any such University to a degree 
in the Faculy of Arts or of Law, shall be entitled to admission 
as a student-@b-law without further examination by the Society

find that the University will ‘enroll Students 
"as of the first year," who have failed in one or two subjects, 
in other words, allowing them to take the subject in which 
they have failed, with their first year's work. 
I think the fee for enrollment is a small fee. 
I would suggest that your Son make the necessary 
application to James Brebner, the Registrar of the University 
of Toronto for enrollment, as a student of the first year, no 
reference of course, will be made to the subject of legal studies. 


A line from the Hon. Mr.Hearst, would no doubt, be of assistance
